Dear Parents, 

This letter is being written in ‘behalf ot 
your children to suggest how you, as parents, 
can help us, as teachers, in the educational 
program of your children. The satisfactory 
education of deaf children involves more than 
spending four or five hours in the classroom 
five days a week. It needs to be a continuing 
process during every waking hour. 

We are all aware that language is the major 
handicap of deafness -and that: deaf children 
have to be taught the vocabulary and lan- 
guage associated with all the wonderful things 
in the world about them. They do not auto- 
matically know the names of things they see 
or the language for all they experience just 
because they have seen the things or have 
had the experience. Little bearing children 
hear language for a long time before they 
start using it. Little deaf children have to 
see language repeated many times before it 
becomes meaningful to them and before they 
start to use it. This is not an easy job. It 
takes a great deal of effort on the part of 
many people to insure that each child reach-* 
es his full educational potential and takes his 
place in society. 

When we speak of seeing language we mean 
seeing words, groups of words or sentences 
spoken, fingerspelled or written. It takes 
many repetitions in any of thesfe media before 
a new word or language form is successfully 
learned and much more repetition before ei- 
ther becomes functional. You have such won- 
derful opportunities to teach the children so 
many things at home which are related to 
family living and activities. We so often have 
to set. up artificial situations to teach these 
things. They are so much more meaningful 
if taught In a natural manner. The media you 
use is dependent on your children’s aptitude 
in Communicative skills. If they are able to 
speechread well by all means use speechread- 
big, If they have not eatfefaotorflS 


through this media, it would be well worth 
your while to learn to fingerspell and use 
this approach together with speechreaddng 
We call this the simultaneous approach. 

It is of necessity that your children have 
to be away from home to rceive their school- 
ing. However, you can si 1 provide learning 
situations for them. The children love to re- 
ceive mail in the form of postcards, picture 
cards, or packages. This not only assures the 
children that you are thinking of them while 
they are away, but gives us a wonderful 
opportunity for a language lesson. With 
the very youngest children, a picture card 
with only Mother and Daddy written ,on it is 
sufficient to convey to him the thought be- 
hind your sending it. This gives us the chance 
to teach the Sentence: "T’mmy got a Card,” 
Later, simple messages with stick figure 
illustrations as “Father washed the car” m 
“Mother gave the dog a bath” provide ex- 
cellent subjects for language development. As 
the childrdn get farther along in language, 
regular letters containing news of family ac 
tivities or things of interest to the children 
serve to stimulate language expression and 
give the children material to communicate 
to others. They want to know what goes on 
at home and evein though they go home week 
ends it Is important for them to hear from 
you during the week. Thi m that may seems 
trivial to you are very mportant to the 
children. 

Most of the younger children take home lit- 
tle notebooks over the weekend. These are to 
be returned when they come back to school 
The purpose of these is to have you write 
things the children do while they are at home. 
This is giving language to the children about 
things they actually do. This is re-inforced at 
Bchool and is very valuable in motivating the 
use of language. You might write Friday at 
the top of one page and -rite those things

How many of you, , as parents, have been 
concerned about something Which happened 
here at .School? What did you do about it? 
Did you contact the school? If you didn’t, why 
not? Was your concern over something which 
pertained to your child or was 'it just some-? 
thing about the school. 

We are charged with the responsibility of 
your children while they are here at this 
school* This responsibility includes both social 
and educational development. To make this 
program succeed, we need your cooperation 
and support. 

First of all let us consider behavior. No 
two boys or girls are the same. They don’t 
act the same, they don’t think the same. 
Some are aggressive, some are meek, some 
are very good students, others are not. .Some 
are very, attractive while others are plain or 
even unattractive* In each of our dorms we 
have an average of 30 students. Thirty differ- 
ent persons who have different basic needs to 
be met. All are treated with equal considera- 
tion in our attempts to meet these needs. 
When there are behavior problems either at 
school or in our dorms, we try to find out 
the cause. 

More often than not we find you parents 
to be more permissive than we are and this 
leaves the pupil in the middle. Being in the 
middle leads to confusion and confusion leads 
to behavior problems. Your interest in our 
school leads to better understanding of what 
we are trying to do and it also sets up a 
pattern or guide for you. to follow and does 
away with the confusion. The result of this 
is less behavior problems and better commu- 
nication between the home and school* 

Behavior affects the process of learning and 
so your attitude is most important when re- 
port cards are sent home. How do you react 
to your child’s , report card? Do you just 
giahce at if or do 1 you study this report? Our 


instructors spend a great deal of time and 
thought in the preparation of these reports 
so that you parents will receive an honest 
evaluation of yc% /chitBf ifh’sf ^progress ^ and 
achievement in school. If you don’t Under- 
stand why Junior’s report card is so poor, 
come in and see us. Maybe between the school 
and home .we get Junior started on the 
road to improvement. 

Another area in which the parent may play 
an - important role is through our Parent 
Teacher Counselor Association. Not only is 
this your organization, it also gives you a 
chance to learn more about the school and. to 
become' acquainted with the counselors and 
teaching staff concerned with your child. With 
a knowledge of how the school functions and 
personal contact with instructors and coun- 
selors^ you are better prepared to evaluate 
your child’s behavior and to understand his 
progress as measured by .achievement. Al- 
most every year we have one or two parents 
who complain about the school program or 
that their child is not being treated properly 
in the dorms. Without exception,, these are 
always the ; parents of troubled children look- 
ing for an excuse to justify or explain their 
child's ; behavior. .. . >i; ....... 

Educating; your children is pot an easy task. 
It takes a tremendous amount of patience and 
requires a great deal of skill and preparation. 
You can make our task easier if you will just 
reinforce at home what we have taught your 
children here at OSDR.

Mr, Donald Nuemberger Speaks 
at Jr. NAD Meeting 

Our Junior NAD Chapter had its second 
meeting of the school year on Sunday, No- 
vember 12, 

Mr. Donald Nuernberger of La Mirada, Cali- 
fornia, was our guest ; speaker., Mr. Nuern- 
berger, a graduate of Gallaudet College, is in 
business as an income tax consultant. The 
three topics of his talk were: "Automobile 
Insurance, Income Tax and the $600 Exemp- 
tion. • 

He stressed the importance of car insur- 
ance.- If- we ever have a car ; accident, he 
said to be sure to file a report.. -We should do 
this, even when there is no damage or injury 
or if it is the fault of the other driver. 

In talking about income tax, he stated that 
the business has grown over the years and 
both deaf and hearing people c6me to his 
office for help. He advised us to be sure to 
file an income tax return if we worked part 
time during the year* and had money with- 
held from our earnings. It is necessary to file 
a tax return in order to receive a tax re- 
fund. ,, • 

He discussed the $600 personal exemption 
and said; that Some deaf people, want to have 
the right ; to claim a second $600 exemption- 
He presented arguments against it. What a 
person with a small income saves is less than 
that of a person with a larger income 1 . He 
compared it to giving one scoop of ice cream 
to a thin man and five scoopsi to a fat mam 

Mr. Nuernberger’s talk was one of the best 
ever made at our meetings. We learned much 
from him. Most of our eighty-five members 
were present; those who failed to attend real- 
ly did miss something!

thiat -hjappened that day as, “Mother came to 
school.” “Janie went home.” “We had ice 
cream.” Then do something similar for Sat- 
urday and Sunday. Make sure that the children 
understand what is written in the book. As 
soon as the children are able to ido manu- 
script, we like to have them write their' own 
news, with your help 6f course. We expect 
the older children to ; .write their own news 
in cursive writing. The same procedure is used 
in recording the happenings of the week end as 
is used With the younger chicken only much 
more involved language is expected. Receiving 
this is most beneficial as many times the chil- 
dem attempt to tell us things and there is a 
very strong possibility that we can’t interpret 
correctly and are therefore not able to give 
them the needed language. 

It is very helpful for the children to ‘have 
snap-shots of family members, pets, neigh- 
bors, Mends, and ,^hqse with whom they as- 
sociate. The name should be written on the 
back and also the relationship to- the child, 
tf the children have these, it clarifies many, 
situations when they write about a certain 
person if we know what relation that person 
has to the -child. 

We usually have Parent Visiting Day once 
a month. This is an opportune time for you 
to visit and see what your children are doing 
in school and to get. any clues 1 . as to what 
you can be doing to reinforce what the child 
is learning. It is important, too, for your 
child to know that you are really interested 
in him and his school. If it isn’t possible for 
you to come ori regular visiting day, please 
plan to come when, it. is. convenient, but do 
come. 

We know that qhildren Who feel secure, 
who feel loved, wanted and accepted .as mem- 
bers of their family and of society are hap- 
pier children and are better able to learn 
the things expected of them. They need re- 
peated assurance of these feelings from their 
families. Being taken home weekends as often 
as possible ! is an excellent way to assure 
children that they are very important mem- 
bers of your family and that you want them 
to 'be at home as much as possible. 

, ... Thank you for’ reading this lettelr. We know 
■ that if we earnestly work together we can 
help “our’* children reach the goals set for 
them.

Charles Dickens’ beloved story, "Christmas Carol,” was written more than 
100 years ago. It itells how one Christmas changed the life of a mean, selfish, 
old man— Ebenezer Scrooge.

Still they are cheerful 
and thankful for what they have. 

The third spirit, the Ghost of Christmas Future, shows him what might 
happen to him in the future. Scrooge sees two women looking at a tombstone 
in the graveyard. It has Scrooge’s name on itl The women say that nobody cared 
when Scrooge died because he had never been kind to anyone. 

On Christmas morning Scrooge wakes up to find the ghosts were only a 
dream. But they have shown him how mucjh he has missed in life thinking only 
of himself and his money. He cannot wait until he can start making others 
happy. He is a changed man. 

Scrooge has a big goose sent to the Cratchit home. He promises to give a 
large sum of money to the poor. He greets everyone with "Merry Christmas!’ 
He goes to the Cratchit home with gifts for (the children. He gives Bob enough 
money so that Tiny Tim can be cured. He has Christmas dinner at his nephew’s 
home. His selfish day® are over. 

Christmas changed Scrooge and brought some real happiness into his life 
again. Christmas helps us show more kindness to others and makes us happier, too.

Book Fair 

CSDR’s second Book Fair was held October 
30 to November 10 coinciding with National 
Book Week. A different system was used this 
year. 300 sample paperback books were or- 
dered from Scholastic Book Service. .Students 
ordered the books they wanted to 'buy by 
using an order form. 

The school’s central display- ease was used 
to create interest in the Fair and posters 
were placed around the campus to advertise 
it The books were displayed in the library, 
where they were grouped by reading level and 
type (sports, adventure, classics, etc.). After 
the first week some of the books were taken 
to elementary school. 

In the past few years there has been an 
increase in the amount of leisure reading 
done by the students. The quality of books 
read has also improved. This is due in part 
to the effort that has been made to make 
more books availabe to the students — espe- 
cially paperback books. 

Classroom libraries of large numbers of 
paperback book® have been built up to sup- 
plement the books from several book clubs 
sponsored by Scholastic Book Service— Arrow, 
Teen-Age, and Campus books clubs. Students 
select from lists of books approved by an 


advisory board of educators,. The lists arrive 
monthly and at the end of the semester one 
•free book is received for each five the stu- 
dent has ordered. Last year in the high school 
department alone, over 1800 books were 
bought by students from the book clubs and 
at the Book Fair. 

The Book Fair encourages students to add 
to their personal libraries} and is one more 
means of arousing interest in reading books. 
During the current Book Fair 978 books 
were bought. This is an increase of almost 
300 books over last year’s sales.
